Claims 1, 14, 18, 26, 33 have been amended.

Claims 5, 9-13, 25, 32, 36-40, 44-46, have been canceled. 
Claims 1-4, 6-8, 14-24, 26-31, 33-35, 41-43, 47-53 are pending and considered. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-5, 6-8, 14-24, 26-31, 33-35, 41-43 and 47-53 are still rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

3. In the response, Applicants have amended claims and submit that the numeric number of 
the amino acid is defined as the claimed polyprotein as amendment. 

4. Applicants' amendment has been respectfully considered; however, it is not found 
persuasive because although the claimed polynucleotide can encode a claimed polyprotein 
having 95% identity to the SEQ ID NO: 2, but the claimed polyprotein can be longer than the 
SEQ ID NO: 2. Please specify if the numeric number of the amino acid is relatively to the 
starting position of SEQ ID NO: 2.
